Millions of Elm Trees Dying 
In Major Ecological Disaster

LONDON, Jan, 18 \UPH.— 
Experts on two continents are 
toting up the effects of a disas- 
trous year in which elm trees 
died by the millions. 

--A survey of the ravages of 
Dutch elm disease revealed an 
ecological disaster, marching 
across North America and Europe. 

The cost is enormous. Parks 
and avenues have been denuded 
of stately trees and there may 
soon be no elms on Etm Streets 
anywhere. 

“This is a terrible tree tragedy,” 
said Baroness Birk of Fngland, 
hardest hit country of all. South- 
ern England has lost 6.5 million 
elms, 1.9 million tilled in the hot, 
dry summer last year aione, 

In the United States an expert 
zaid 40 per cent of all elms from 
the Great Plaing to the Atlantic 
have been wiped out already.

Guerrilla Snipers

men were captured by the joint 
forces which had come under rifle 
fire at the village's outskirts. 
‘The snipers were members of a 
guerrilla group based in Algeria 
known as the Polisarlo front. 

Polisario, which demands in~ 
dependence for the 0.000 no~ 
madic tribesmen who inhabit this 
105,000-square-mile terTitory, has 
been unable to disrupt this 
month's turnover of control, 
which has gone relatively smooth- 


dy. 

But the region has been 
profoundly shaken by the turn- 
over.. which Spain reluctantly 
agreed to after Morocco's King 
Hassan IT unleashed 350.000 un- 
armed marchers on the territory 
in 2 showdown not only with 
Spain but also with neighboring 
Algeria, which backs Saharan in- 
denendence. 

Smarting from the political de- 
feat inflicted on them oF 
8. monarch they view as reac- 
tionary and obsolete, the radical 
leaders of Algeria have struck 
beck with a harsh propaganda 
war and material support for 
Polisario. 

Algerian and Moroccan armies 
have massed along their common 
frontier, raising tensions to their 
highest point since the 1963 
desert war between the two Arab 
neighbors. Refugee camps have 
sprung up on both sides of the 


borders as Algeria has expelled

γγ ϑεινοτον (NYT). — The 
contest for the Republican 
presidential nomination between 
President; Ford and former Gov.

With the selection of the first 
delegates to the Republican Na- 
tional Convention set for this 
week in Iowa, party professionals 
interviewed in a dozen states and 
here in Washington said that the 
race appeared very close—a re- 
markable situation, especially for 
the usually pro-establishment 
Republicans, when one of the con- 
testants sits in the White House. 


The judgment of seasoned 
Republicans in New Hampshire, 
where the two will clash on Feb. 
24, is that neither man has an 


appreciable lead, even after Mr.. 


Reagan’s swing through the state 


ticians’ instincts suggested that a 
third of the Republicans are for 
Mr, Ford, a third for Mr. Reagan 
and a third still undecided be- 
tween them.

Garvey said that he and Alex- 
ander would go to New Orleans 
tomorrow or Tuesday and talk to 
the 80 players about the game, 
the pension plan and other issues. 
He said that he expected they 
would vote on whether or not to 
play the game, but he woulkin’t 
lead them in any particular 
direction. 

“They might decide to play it 
or not to play it,” Garvey said.“T 
don’t know what they're going to 
do. If the players think theyre 
playing for the pension, they 
should know that's not true.” 

In an attempt to clarify the 
status of the pension plan, which 
has become muddled because of 
the labor dispute between the 
association and the 26 club own- 
ers, Alexander wrote to NFL 
commissioner Pete Rozelle on 
Jan. 5. Alexander didn't release 
the letter, but copies of that and 
Rozelie's reply were 

“As long aS I can remember,” 


Alexander wrote, “the Pro Bowl. 
hes been publicized as the ‘pen- 


sion game.’ Over the yeats, piay- 
ers reluctant to perform in the 
game were reminded that the 
proceeds went to the pension 


fund... I am acutely aware of 
the absence of a contribution to 
the fund for the 1974 season and 
there is reason to question wheth- 
er a contribution will be made on 
March $1, 1976, to cover the 1975 
season.” 

Tu his reply Jan. 9, Rozelle said 
that the 1970 collective bargaining 
agreement “does not earmark the 
proceeds of the Pro Bow! game 
(or any other particular source) 
for the pension fund. Indeed. 
that agreement specifically pro- 
vided that ‘the determination of 
the sources of revenue from which 
contributions were made shall be 
exclusively within the control of 
the member clubs.’” 

Rozelle added that, if the game 
were not played, an obviously 

significant source of club revenue 
wonld be eliminated.
